Medicine Hat, July 8—That there 
is an irresistible tide moving over Al- 
berta that will sweep the organized 
farmers into power in the legislature 
was the assertion of President Wood 
of the U.F.A., In an address at yes-. 
terday’s session of the Medicine Hat 
district U.F.A. convention. 

“If I had my way we should put 
twenty of our best men in the legis- 
lature at this election and leave the 
responsibility of the government on 
the shoulders of some one else,” he 


said, “but I don’t believe that there is ~ 


any power on earth that can keep the 
farmers of Alberta from having to as- 
sume the’ responsibility of carrying 
on the government after the election 
on July 18. 

“I would rather see ten other dis- 
tricts refuse to move at this time than 
see the Medicine Hat district not 
move,” he declared a_ little later. 
“We have principles involved here 
that are not involved elsewhere in the 
province. 

“Capturing the control .of the gov- 
ernment would place on the farmers 
of Alberta a responsibility that they 
may not be ready for, but the tide is 
irresistible and will sweep us in to 
take that responsibility.

CAN EYES RADIATE ENERGY 


A remarkable instrument is short- 
ly to be shown at a forthcoming Eng- 
lish medical congress, which appears 
to show that rays proceed from the 
eye which are capable of being regis- 
tered, just as wireless: messages are 
detected. Is there more than the old 
meaning in the phrase, “I. fixed him 
with my eye?” ) 

The instrument is somewhat in the 
nature of an electroscope—the dell- 
cate apparatus which is usually used 
to measure the minutest electric cur- 
rents dealt with by physicists. On 
concentrating the gaze upon the 
electroscope a movement takes place 
which indicates that, there is some- 
‘thing in sight which ‘radiates  out- 
wards and can’ cause mechanical 
movement. 

This remarkable discovery and its 
possible significance can hardly be 
enlarged upon until..the instrument 
has been demonstrated, but it will cer- 
tainly cause something of a sensation 
in the scientific world. 

Sidelight on Telepathy 

It may foreshadow a time in the 
near future when it will be possible 
to register thought—indeed, it may 
be the fact that thought accompanies 
a concentrated gaze that causes fhe 
new instrument to make the registra- 
tion. 

If it can be definitely established 
that thought causes a wave-motion 
fn the aether, then it will no longer 
be wonderful that a person in India 
or Australia, for instance, is  con- 
scious of the influence of some other 
person’s thoughts in London. These 
aether waves vary so enormously in 
X-rays are so short. that 
many millions of them are crowded 
into the space of one inch; wireless 
telegraph waves, on the other hand, 
are often five miles long. Perhaps 
the thought wave is a thousand miles 
in length—it is just as likely as not; 
in which case a wave motion set up 
by concentrated thought might eas- 
fly travel across the world before 
it was dissipated nnd so find a re- 
sponse in a receptive mind.

As we cannot this year handle 
a full car, it was. thought advisable to 
take same through the U.G.G. at Red 
Deer, and the necessity was urged on 
all who wished to be sure of their sup- 
ply, not to delay in ordering, as ‘the 
conditions were. such that the jobber or 
dealer would not'stock up heavy, and 
therefore there might be a shortage of 
twine this season.

The Saturday half-holiday closing 
and the local postoffice matters camé 
under discussion, and on the latter the 
secretary was on motion instructed to 
write to the Postoffice Inspector in 
regard to the status of the local post- 
office and on other matters. 

The closing of’ the business places 
was cited as an outrage to the public, 
this probably being the only place in 
Alberta where the public were depriv- 
ed of their privileges of being able to 
come in to town on Saturday afternoon 
and provide themselves with provis- 
fons: and further, if it should happen 
that there would be one or two holi- 
days in the week, the. stores would be 
closed on Saturday afternoon just the 
same. The answer to our resolution 
presented to the local merchants was 
not in the least considered an answer 
at all. The meeting went on record in 
saying that they did not care which 
day of the week the stores were closed 
as long as they remained open on Sat- 
urdays. Action to remedy the situa- 
tion was mentioned along several lines, 
but finally it was decided to appoint’ 
two members a committee to wait on 
the directors of the Eckville-Gilby 
Co-Operative Store. It was suggested 
that this: store, being owned and con- 
trolled by the*farmers, of. which the 
majority are members of the U.F.A., 
be thrown open on Saturdays for the 
convenience of the public.

ALBERTA ELECTIONS 


The Farmers’ movement in Alber- 
ta, says the Winnipeg Tribune, has 
crystallized into direct opposition to 
the Stewart government. It has thus 
fallen into the right and only possible 
lines of political development. This 
is not to say that its policies are alto- 
gether right or practicable. Most 
new movements have unworkable gen- 
eralizations superimposed upon their 
real essence. But in Alberta, the 
movement has taken the only course 
which will enable it to go as far in 
politics as the strength which lies 
within itself will carry it. ' 

In Saskatchewan it adopted the op- 
posite course officially. The result 
has been that it has not merely been 
extinguished as a.political force in 
that province in provincial politics, 
but doubt has been thrown upon its 
real ulterior purpose in Dominion 
politics, while all its political vitality 
has been transferreq to an independ- 
ent movement which has only to co- 
here to become effective. 

It is high time in both these prov- 
inces that governments which are the 
spontaneous expression of the people's 
will should take the-place of the gov- 
ernments which have been in power 
so long. As a necessary consequence 
of conditions which existed, these 
governments were wished on the peo- 
ples of Alberta and Saskatchewan in 
1902. They functioned fairly well, 
but they never could be called spon- 
taneously representative. 

In obedience to a natural instinct 
they proceeded to dig themselves in- 
to power by all the mechanical devic- 
es known to politicians until they now 
represent, and have represented for 
some time, the kind of government 
which has always been the bane of 
Canada through our scattered popu- 
lation, namely, governments’ which 
depend for office on an accretion of 
private interests and the exercise of 
patronage, and whose only recognized 
responsibility to the people is not to 
make themselves sufficiently offensive 
to justify a political revolution. 

The Macdonald government, which 
mssuredly interpreted the national 
spirit and life of Canada, eventually 
became utterly decadent from this 
cause, and the Laurier government 
~vhich, while ostensibly opposed, real- 
lv carried on the Macdonald tradition. 
fell even a more rapid prey to forces 
inimical to the general welfare. These 
governments were extremely hard to 
dislodge after they had outlived their 
In fact it has never yet 
heen sufficiently easv to defeat a gov- 
ernment for. the good of the country 
in Canada. 

This condition of affairs is chang- 
ing, very largely through the develop- 
ment of our cities, and a more respon- 
sive public opinion. The awakened 
consciousness of the farmers and rur- 
al population is an influential force. 

Both Saskatchewan and_ Alberta 
must undergo a political change from 
futelage masked under perfunctory 
voting to true representation before 
they can become cleanly democratic 
and have a social and political de- 
velopment at all comparable’ with 
their material wealth and population. 
They must take their own time and 
methods, but if violent transition is 
to be avoided action can hardly be 
taken too soon. 

There are those who say that 
change will lead to a regime of Bol- 
shevistic idealism which is a para- 
phrase for anarchy. In fact some 
openly accuse the Farmers’ movement 
of tending in this direction. Pure 
nonsense, which has been the unvary- 
ing plea of static governments cor- 
Tupted by bureaucracy since the world 
began. 

There is no more danger of revolu- 
tionary governments in Western Cana- 
da than in the Kingdom of Heaven, 
but there is danger of continuing to 
tolerate bad governments through thé 
fear of substitutes. “

We note under big flaring head- 
lines in the Edmonton Bulletin of 
July 8th, that if the Liberal govern- 
ment is returned to power, the pro- 
gram of railway construction for 1922 
will include the extension of the 
Lacombe-Northwestern railway from 
Lacombe to Edmonton. This would 
be a great blow to Red Deer, and is, 
without doubt, coming on the eve of 
an election, a dodge to get support 
from voters along the said proposed 
line. Such schemes are just a little 
above what might be expected from 
Premier Stewart.

THE ELECTION 


The present election comes at a 
time of uncertainty and unrest, in the 
very teeth of economic. conditions 
more serious than any that have ex- 
isted for many years. The situation 
is the inevitable disturbance wrought 


by the war and the consequent econ- 
omic war that follows in its wake. 

Selfishness and laziness are always 
the arch enemies of human welfare. 
Hoarding of money or energy, unduly, 
is a crime against humanity. A miser- 
ly magnate and a lazy, shirking, un- 
conscientious worker are both warts 
on the body politic. Both are graft- 
ers, but the contro! of either is out- 
side the realm of provincial politics. 

There is a general unrest. The far- 
mer is not receiving adequate returns 
for his produce consistent with -his 
cost of production. It is natural that 
he should take the ~bit in his teeth 
and determine to clear every hurdle 
possible. When he sells, he grinds 
his teeth; and when he buys, he vows 
vengeance. Ask him, for instance, if 
he is going to build, and he tells you 
he cannot build till wages and mater- 
ials come down. For him, cost must 
come down and income must be _ in- 
creased. The farmer is more bitter 
and more vindictive in his attitude to- 
day than he has ever been. We are 
not arguing the point with him; we 
are merely stating his position. The 
farmers have decided that they will 
elect their own men when and wher- 
ever possible. The U.F.A. organiza- 
tion carries the largest voting power 
that could possibly be allied under 
any organization or any combination 
of other existing organizations in this 
country. The U.F.A. is not spending 
much time discussing public ques- 
tions, the.-members are staying home, 
“sawing wood,” and waiting for elec- 
tion day, when they intend to vote U. 
B.A. The candidate is an incident, 
for his signed resignation is in the 
hands of the commttee; he must do as 
he is told or out he goes. The farmer 
is organized today as he never dream- 
eq he could be in the past, 

All farmers do not see eye to eve 
with the great movement, yet. The 
number who may act contrary to its 
direction and refuse to move with the 
mass is the uncertain quantity in this 
campaign. 

Labor is active. Candidates have 
been named in the labor centres, and 
some of these will probably be elect- 
ed. Labor insists that wages stay up 
and that hours be curtailed, while the 
cost of living must be brought down. 
The laboring man puts up a_ very 
plausible argument and pursues his 
propaganda. The appearance of Wm. 
Ivens in this constituency last week 
was part of Labor's effort to convince} 
the farmers that their interests are 
identical. 

(We once heard of two brothers who 
bought a cow in partnership and then 
quarrelled as to which of them should 
own the front end that had to be fed 
and which should own the other end 
where the milk comes from). 

In the rural portions of the province 
the Conservative opposition has been 
rather overawed by the U.F.A. move- 
ment, and many former Conservatives 
have swung in to support the U.F.A. 
In the larger cities, however, a_ full 
Conservative slate has been nominat- 
ed, and the campaign there is proof 
that the party still has some kick in 
it. 

The crop of independent candidates 
is much more prolific than in recent 
elections. 

Practically all these forces are ar- 
rayed against the Stewart government, 
yet in nearly every. constituency a 
Stewart candidate has been nominat- 
ed. In the rural constituencies the 
opposition is almost entirely U.F.A. 
In the cities it is Conservative ' and 
Labor. The U.F’A. is not arguing the 
point; it is “agin the government.” 
The few Conservative candidates 
alone criticize openly or challenge the 
government record. With all its 
faults, the Stewart government is the 
only party in this campaign that is 


appealing for the support of the 
farming communities and the city 
dwellers alike. 

The next legislature will be  con- 


trolled either by the Stewart govern- 
ment or the U.F.A. The city of Red 
Deer is the largest urban centre in 
the province where the electors will 
be called upon to decide only between 
the nominees of these two parties. The 
other urban ceutres’ have Conserva- 
Independent nominees 
who stand for the civic viewpoint. 

If the Stewart government Is re- 
turned, it will probably carry on much 
as it has done in the past. 

If the U.F.A, is elected to power, it 
will assume a great responsibility as 
well as a great opportunity—an oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate the high ideals 
for which it stands as well as the re- 
sponsibility of dealing justly and fair- 


ly with all classes who are not far: 
mers. Te rest of us will be at its 
mercy.

The need for health reform in Can- 
ada is greater and more general 
than. any “except. a few specialists 
know. The problem | is.primarily one 


ee the conduct ‘of the individual life, 


and it broadens.from personal hygiene 
to“home hygiene and public hygiene 
or Public Health. The greatest hind- 
rance to progress is lack -of know- 
ledge ‘and lack of willingness to ap- 
ply it. The medical experts at their 
Conference at Cannes adopted a Min- 
ute announcing it as their opinion 
“that a great part of the world-wide 
prevalence of disease and suffering ‘is 
due to widespread ignorance and lack 
of application of well ‘established 
facts and methods capable either of 
largely restricting disease or prevent- |’ 
ing it altogether.” The expenditure 
of much wealth is not needed ‘to 
secure good health, but some energy, 
a certain amount of intelligence and 
a willingness to play the game are re- 
quired. Most children are born with 
the possession of good health; the 
problem is to conserve that precious 
heritage. In backward civilizations 
a slow and continued waste of that 
priceless gift of nature begins from 
the time the baby is weaned; and 
scarcely any attempt is- made to 
arrest the wastage. It ought not.to 
be so in Canada. But some recent tn- 
vestigations fill us with surprise and 
anxiety.

LORD BALFOUR, OF 
BURLEIGH, 1S DEAD 


London, July 6.—Lord Balfour, of 
Burleigh, died today. 


‘Lord Balfour of Burleigh (Alexan- 
der Hugh Bruce), was the sixth baron 
(created 1607). The title was attain- 
ed in 1716 for the rising of 1715 and 
only restored in 1869. 

Lord Balfour was born in 1849. He 
served in many official capacities and 
was Lord-in-Waiting to Queen Vic- 
toria in 1888. He was. lord rector of 
Edinburgh university in 1889 and 
chancellor of St. Andrew's university 
in 1900. He was chairman of the 
Royal Commission on closer trade re- 
lations between Canada and tthe West 
Indies: in 1909, spending considerable 
time in both countries. In 1917 he 
was elected chairman of the Carnegie 
educational trust succeeding Lord 
Elgin.
